This has 
come about largely through the poet's 
persistent refusal to return to Italy 
from his creditor-enforced exile in 
France. 
It was, in fact. Just about 


the time that D'Annunzio was the 
rage of the women's clubs in America 
that his creditors attached practically 
ill of his' personal property except 
his shoes, from which he shook the 
dust o? Italy and departed for France. 
He announced, further, that he was 
so thoroughly through wjfh an un- 
grateful Fatherland that permitted 


people to pester a poet of his 


dignity and standing that he would 
cease to write his masterpieces in 
Italian^

To this decision, with but one ex- 


ception, I/Annunzio hap sinc» re- 
mained faithful. 
All of his works 


since then have been in French, with 
the exception of a volume of patriotic 
poetry to which he gare Tent dur:-"- 
Italy's war with Turkey. 
In grate- 


ful acknowledgment of this, a m<»et- 
Ing of his Italiaii creditors was called 
and he was at once informed that if 
he would but return to his Father- 
land all of his dpbts, if not h!.c ?!r?. 
v.-ould te forgiven. This Gabriels 
consented to do—at least long enough 
to give a series of lectures. Then, 
with his pockets full of Italian gold, 
he departed once more for that dear 
France. 


Xothing daunted by this caprice of 


genius, his Italian admirers got to- 
gether, raised an immense sum and 
bought for him on the shores of the 
Adriatic a princely estate. It included 
the house In which he was born and 
all of the haunts of his boyhood 
days. This, in turn, was offered to 
him if he would return to Italy. But 
this time Gabriele even scorned to 
return and look at the place. This 
Is the chief reason why his announce- 
ment cf his oTrn death two years 
hence has cot put all Italy in mourn- 
ing.

MILLION PERSONS WOULD SEE. 
In a big city every moving picture house 


putting" such a "-missing"-*r "wanted" 
notice on the screen would inform at least 
10,000 in one eight In an extremely im- 
portant case, where the pictures are sent 
broadcast, even more than a million peo- 
ple might see the picture and read the 
description. 


One great detective is greatly in favor 


of this plan and already it has been tried. 
He believes it will prove one of the great- 
est helps in finding missing persons and 
aiding to the capture of lawbreakers.

Some films are being- planned which, it 


is thought, -will give certain classes of 
crooks, and especially some'individuals 
among them, a strong hint tnat It will 
pay them better to turn their wits Into 
•honest channels. Others are under con- 
sideration with a. view to reducing vice. 
The film-producing firms have taken up 
the idea with enthusiasm. 


STOVER CASE IS AN INSTANCE. 
The chance that revealed the value of 


the "movies" from this point of view 
carne through the strange disappearance 
cf Charles S. Stover. Park Commissioner 
of New York city. Mr. Stover had been 
absent several weeks and had been. Iden- 
tified In the body of a drowned man and 
•hpen mourned as dead, when one of his 
friends conceived the notion of making an 
appeal through the "movies" for public 
assistance In finding him. The police in 
every city had been working privately for 
six weeks in the search but in vain. The 
"movies" found him almost Instantly. 


Tt Is happened 
that Commissioner 


Stovall had been photographed In several 
scenes taken In the Iv«w Tork public 
parks. The strips of film showing him 
were pieced together and the new film 
BO prepared was widely displayed, by ar- 
rangement with one of the big exchanges, 
In motion picture theaters In every part 
of the TJnittd States. 


In front of it a "stfll' slide was shown 


with a legend notifying the spectators 
that Mr. Stover way missing and that hi? 
friends were anxious about him. 
The 


next day Mr. Stover communicated with j 
his irldiius telliiwf ihem he was weJJ. and I 
mailed from Cincinnati his resignation as 
Park Commissioner to Mayor Kline of 
New Tork. 
The missing park commis- 


sioner had seen the picture himself. The 
Immedltte success of the novel experi- 
ment proved Its great value. 


NEW YORKER ORIGINATED PLAN. 
This chance experiment arose from the 


•happy thought of J. F. livery of New 
Tork city, a long-standing and intimate 
friend of Mr. Stover. To Lavery Is due 
the credit given to an Inventor or dis- 
coverer. For It was not until he got the 
idea that anybody had recogrJzeiJ the gi- 
gantic force which the "movies" can 
bring into being in a single day. So ex- 
traordinary Is this power that it virtually 
must be irresistible In every case In which 
It Is tried, whether to discover the 
whereabouts of a missing person or to 
catch a criminal. To say that the "mov- 
ies" can make a million detectives In a 
night is really to underrate very much 
their possibility. 


To grasp what their power in this wc.y 


Is one has only to realize that the nearly 
3:,000 motion picture theaters in the 
United States are attended by no fewr 
than 9.65S.OOO persons every day. There 
are few towns but what have their "mov- 


In the Wg cities the, moving picture 


penetrates into every district. The con- 
sequence is that there is not an Inhab- 
ited spot in which a person could hide or 
be hidden safe from the "movie." Some 
one of these 9.505,000 spectators • would 
find him in a few hours. It Is the real

With this work In view, one of the im- 


mediate results of the successful experi- 
ment in finding Stover has been the intro- 
duction of a new camera for the use o! 
detectives. It is an adaptation of an early 
;.t.Ju.i iu v^nei. taji.eras ui a quarter ol 
a century ago, when every hand camera 
was called a detective camera. It gives 
no warning at aii oi its existence and 
uorte of Its being used. 


Its lens passes as a button on the de- 


tective's waistcoat and the bulb working 
It is in his coat pocket. Pressure on the 
hulb not only takes a photograph, but 
brings a new plate into focus and resets 
the shutter ready for the next exposure. 
Twenty-four exposures can be made, and 


they may be made as rapidly as the firing 
of an automatic pistol—so rapidly. In fact. 
that the negatives could, if required, be 
used for making picture film. 


Speaking to the writer as to the use he 


thought he might be able to make of the 
"movies," the head of a large detective 
agency said: 


"There are many ways in which the 


'movies' can be of service to us, and I 
hope before long to have them proving as 
useful to me as the aetectaphone was. The 
results will be still fore sensational, I be- 
lieve. I arn now maturing a scheme, but 
you must not expect me to tell wnat it is. 
The detectaphone did its best work, for 
me when Its existence was a secret. I 
kept it a secret as long as I could. 
So 


with the use Tm going to make of the 
•"movies' along the particular lines I have 
in mind, to tell about It beforehand -would 
be to destroy its usefulness. I will say, 
though, that I Save as much confidence 
in It as I had In the little dectaphone. 
The crook can take notice. His escape 
is going to 16 impossible. 
Even 
his 


keeping on his game for long is going to 
be made Impossible. 


"In tho case of missing persons I would 


recommend that the assistance of the 
moving picture people be obtained at the 
earliest moment The sooner the photo- 
graph can he got out the better. 
The 


fugitive Is bound to be found. 
Even con- 


cealment by friends hardly would be pos- 
sible against such an appeal to the pub- 
lic. 
The person In hiding would never be 


able to go out of doors and soon would he 
obliged to give up. JIo=t persons would 
return of their own accord, realizing se- 
clusion to te hopeless, for there would not 
be a single spot where It would be feasi- 
ble. 


"Once It becomes the practice to obtain 


the aid of the "movies' In this way you 
will see that there will Quickly follow a 
marked reduction In the number of per- 
sons reported missing. Few will venture 
on an experiment they know to be fore- 
doomed to failure. 
Consequently there 


will be a great immediate ndvnntsge in- 
directly as -well as directly from the use 
of the 'movies.* 


"I do not need to particularize any 


cases of missing young women which have 
had wide publication recently. "Without 
doing that It ran be seen that not one of 
them. If living, could have 
remained 


long unfound. In these distressing cases 
few parents have the money for a wids 
search and It Is comparatively easy to 
evade such a search, anyway. 


"I anticipate also that th« kidnaper of 


little children will be put out of business. 
The youngsters could not be kept con- 
cealed long enough for the ransom to .be 


vantage the use of the 'movies' would 
give ua. 


"In tho case of fugitive criminals I 


would not use the 'movies' until the par- 
ticular circumstances of each case showed 
mediately It was found tb^ all dues were 
that It was expedient to do so.

DOUGHERTY'S VIEW OF IT. 


Deputy Commissioner George S- Dough- 


erty, who cc-r.trc'3 tho detect;-.-; i;-.lsic.i, 
of the New York dty police department 
and is famous for the many big crime 
mysteries he has solved, says: 


"I am a firm believer In publicity. Tsu- 


ally I rely on circulars appealing- to thos» 
who naturally can b? expected to taSte ZT.

There Is no doubt of 
the high intelligence of the average mov- 
ing picture audiences, and they can be 
properly shown In the fleeing criminal and 
by some description and some explanation 
why the person Is wanted.

Those who do see It are quite indifferent 
All the breeders care for is to sell their 
cattle. 
They don't care who the pur- 


chaser is, nor do they very greatly worry 


tie with the English companies there for 
control of the market In England. They 
started shipping sufficient 
beef for the 


entire supply and aold It In England for 
what It would fetch. The English com- 
panies retaliated with similar action. 


"As a consequence the stocks have 


been so reduced that it will take four or 
five years to re-establish the depleted 
herds to their normal numbers, to say 
nothing of meeting the new big demand j 
from the 
United States. The wicked

ARGENTINA BEEF SUPERIOR. 


"If anything, Argentina beef Is superior 


to American. Only the very best bulls 
are used In the herds, and the pastures

gard to the love which men have for 


, women and women for men. This Is a 
j- troublesome Instinct; all know the misery 


It has brought to the world. 
And here 


again the negative and positive courses 
have had their earnest advocates. The 
one way has been to renounce all such 
affection; renounce the association that 
It Is apt to five to life; renounce mar- 
riage. The other way is to take this wild 
thing and tame it It must play its part 
in life, no longer as a wayward and con- 
suming impulse, but something constant 
and generous."

ton urges several means of keeping the 
fighting Instinct under control with a view 
to pitting an enS to wars between the 
nations. He instances the telegraph, the

ographer, Miss I. N. Sweeney. His name was Jacob 
Goetz of Spokane, a wealthy hotel man and mine- 
owner. Apropos of this famous mule kick, I remem- 
ber one Sunday last fall The Knave commented on 
the presence in town of A. J. Burman of Cleveland. 
He was a relative of "Dutch Jake," a widely-known 
character in the Coeur d'Alene country of Idaho.

23 California Heirs of Big Estate 


I see where Judge Rivers in the Probate Court 


at Los Angeles has decided the contest over 
the 


estate of seven million dollars of the late Mrs. Arco- 
dia Bandini de Baker by awarding it to the twenty- 
three California heirs. The forty-one Massachusetts 
heirs of Abel Stearns, her first husband, are ex- 
cluded altogether. Of old California families and 
old and large estates, there are many interesting 
and romantic stories. Mrs. Baker was in her eighty- 
seventh year when she died several years ago. She 
was born in 1825 and was one of the historic 
Bancim family, which was prcniinent in this State 
in the early days. She was born in Southern Cali- 
fornia and lived there ail her life. Sne was one of 
the three daughters of Don Juan Bandini, a promi- 
nent official under the Mexican Government. The 
father saw the result of the conflict with 
the 


Americans and took sides with them against the 
oW regime. Mrs. Baker, with her two sisters, made 
the first American flag that was ever seen in Los 
Angeles. The three daughters, long regarded as the 
most beautiful girls in Southern California, achieved 
prestige through making the first American flag. 
The original is preserved in the national 
capital. 


The "three Bandini girls" consisted of Mrs. Baker, 
Senora Isidora Bandini Gouts and Mrs. Pedro Ca- 
rillo. Mrs. Baker's first husband, Don Abel Stearns, 
was one of the wealthiest cattle owners in his day 
in California. The Rancho Guajome, a Mexican 
grant of 2219 acres, in the San Luis Rev Valley, 
and which was bequeathed to Isidora Bandini, is 
today one of the most picturesque ranches in the 
entire State. It is famous as the place 
where 


Helen Hunt Jackson stayed and which she made the 
scene of "Ramona," the most beautiful of all Cali- 
fornia classics.
